The Palm Beach Community College 
District Board of Trustees held their 
regular monthly meeting March 5 at 
Central Campus. As part of the 
College’s workforce reduction efforts, 
trustees approved the elimination of 
22 non-instructional positions. The 
action is a concentrated effort to re¬ 
allocate funds to add more full-time 
faculty as well as update technology. 

Under new business, trustees ap¬ 
proved 1997-98 sabbatical leaves for 
four PBCC faculty members: Central 
Campus Senior Instructor Alice 
Duxbury, Eissey Campus Associate 
Professor Alyse Schoenfeldt, Central 
Campus Assistant Professor Tom 
Steffen and Central Campus Senior 
Instructor Deborah Thorsen. 

It was announced that the 
President’s Office was given 250 free 
admission tickets to this year’s 
SunFest, which will be distributed 
equitably to students on each cam¬ 
pus on a first-come basis. 

Additionally, in recognition of their 
accomplishments, two free lakeside 
entertainment SunFest tickets will be 
given to each of the six 1997 teach¬ 
ers of excellence and the four faculty 
members recommended for sabbati¬ 
cal leave. 

Under personnel items, the retire¬ 
ment of Central Campus Assistant 
Professor Dennis Alber, with 35 
years of service, was announced.
